ENTRANCING ORCHESTRAL 
RECORDS. 


Kagiand is doing homage this month to the 
gonius of Frederick Delius. ‘To-morrow the 
juitial, and on November Ist the final of a 
series of six concerts of bis music will take 
place in London. I told the story of Delius 
in this place a year ago, and i should repeat 
it to-day, but that happily Delius now 1s in 
the news,” and his appearance and record 
have been put before the eyes of newspaper 
readers, while musical, grataphone and radio 
magazines have discovered the man and his 
music in more or less informed studies. A 
summary well to the point 1s printed in the 
October list of “His Masters Voice new 
records; but to what is said there one state- 
ment at least must be added—that tne 
honour given now to Delius in his native 
country is due to the ardeat championship of 
Sir Thomas Beecham 7 

Here it is my business only to discuss the 
recording of the music of Delius. Already 
we have a number of good records, and it 1s 
certain that after this month's festival we 
shall have more. One of the festival concerts 
is being given under the auspices of a gramo- 
phone company. a 

Delius has written chamber music (includ- 
ing songs), operas, works for full ensembles 
of soloists, chorus and orchestra, and pieces 
for large and small orchestras. The orchestral 
compositions should be studied first ; they are 
well represented in the record lists. The 
following have been recorded by “H.M.V."' 
aud Columbia -—* Brigg Fair’ and “On 
Hearing the First Cuckoo in Spring.” In 


both instances the Columbia versions are 
much the better. Not only do they give the 
works as performed by the Philharmonic 
Orchestra under Sir Thomas Beecham, who 


has a flair for such music, but the actua 
recording 1s superior. 

Sir Thomas Beecham is the conductor 1 
the further performances recorded. by 
Columbia—* Summer Night on the River is 


aud “'Phe Walk to the Paradise Garden,” 
from the opera, '“A Village Romeo and 
Juliet.”’ The additional orchestral pieces 


recorded by *‘ H.M.V.”’ are: “ ln a Summer 


Garden"? and ‘‘A Song before Sunrise.” 
These last are more recent recordings ad

are rather better than the first ‘‘ H.M.Y. 


records of Delius. The ‘‘ Summer Garden” 
is conducted by Mr. Geoffrey Toye and “the 

Song before Sunrise” by Mr. John 
Barbirollh. . These versions of the two works 
will do well enough till we get, as I hope we 
shall, Sir Thomas Beecham’s from Columbia. 

The “H.M.V.” records of two chamber 
music works are more decidedly successful. 
The Sonata No. 1 for violin and piano is 
performed by May Harrison and Ainold Bax, 
and the Sonata for ‘cello and piano by 
jeatrice Harrison and Harold Craxton. 
oth of these are distinguished performances 
of charming and easily understood works. 

Beyond these “H.M.V.” and Columbia 
records, the only other Delius music I have 
found for the gramaphone is ‘Sea Drift.”’ 
lioy Henderson as baritone soloist and a good 
cnorus and orchestra are heard in this on 
three “ Decca ’’ records. I have not got good 
iesults from these records; it may be that 
ity own copies are bad samples or have been 
damaged. I regret this, because the better 
patches reveal the rformance as a careful 
one (with Mr. Henderson as a capable 
soloist) and the work as one that Mae be 
deeply impressive. The records can be useful 
to musicians who want to make acquaintance 
with the work, but I shall not recommend 
them to the casual as a means of pleasure 
un'ess I can hear them some time more 
fay ourably. This, perhaps. is one of the works 
that we are likely to get from one or other 
of the older recording companies as a result 
of the festival; it is in the programme of the 
Columbia Company's Delius concert at the 
Queen's Hall to-morrow afternoon, with Mr. 
Jennis Nobile as the soloist. 

Those who have no present acquaintance 
with any music of Delius should start with 
either of the Sonatas (“ H.M.V.’’) or, among 
the orchestral works, with the Columbia 
records in the following order -—(1) The ten- 
inch “‘Summer Night on the River,” the 
twelve-inch ‘‘On Hearing the First Cuckoo 
in ee, and the pair of twelve-inch 
records of '“Brigg Fair.” Choose needles to 
ES good piano and pianissimo effects; the 
ortes will take care cf themselves.

HIS account of conditions in the Dutch 
colonies during the latter half of the 
seventeenth century commends itself to us 
in two respects. It is natural, unstudied, 
presented througly an = attractive 
medium. The authors, humble servants of 
the Dutch East India Company, being 
void of literary pretensions, confined them- 
selves to a plain narrative of such things 
as they- found interesting. Never gtriving 
after efiect, their descriptions are all the 
more effective. The original German and 
Dutch narrative is translated for us in 4 
robust Carolean-Jacobean English, which 
recalls Pepys’s Diary and the Authorised 
Version of the Bible. Archaic though the 
language is, the record has a wonderful 
freshness. 

We see not only the Spice Isles, but the 
seventeenth century itself—a welter of 
piety, unscrupulousness, courage and utter 
barbarity. Let an Irishman (if he possess 
a sufficiently strong stomach) read Fryke’s 
account of what was reckoned no more 
than plain justice and he will be enabled 
to take a calmer view of the Rising of 
1641 and the Sack of Drogheda, realising 
the impossibility of judging any one 
period by the standards of another. —_

DAME ETHEL SMYTH AND THE 
EX-EMPRESS EUGENIE. 
R. ROBERT HICHENS writes: “I 
am afraid of memoirs. Too often, 
when reading them, I am reminded of a 
comment I once heard at a dinner, uttéred 
by a woman who, sitting beside me, had 
been listening to a discussion on Napoleon 
by two clever men. She filled in an inter- 
stice of silence with this remark, spoken 
in an important. voice: ‘ I think there can 
be no doubt that. Napoleon was a very 
remarkable man.” ‘‘She, too, is 
probably at work on her memoirs,’’ Mr. 
Hichens adds. | 

When such a man, who admits that he 
has become afraid of memoirs, cays that 
the Duchess of Sermonetta has reassured 
him, and that he has found her book 
full of matter, it speaks highly for thie 
volume, but the tribute is not undeserved. 
As a great niece of the Empress Eugenie, 
whose life has been divided between 
Roman and English society, entertaining 
in one country and being entertained in 
the other, meeting many European 
celebrities in the golden years before the 
war, it is a vividly interesting story that 
she has to tell, and she tells it with verve 
and humour. 

It is curious to be reminded that Dame 
Ethel Smyth, dignified composer of de- 
lightful operas at the present day, was 
one of the “wild women " of the period. 
Not only that, but she was a hopeless 
Bohemian, which made her friendship witn 
the Empress Eugenie all the more curious, 
“The Emprors i her clever 


appreciated 
brain. though she sometimes shook ner 
head and murmured: ‘ Elle est rratment 


trop batailliére.’ ”’ 

Ethel Smyth eften dined at Parnborough Till 
and it was her custom to bicycle over from her 
cottage, take up a good strategie position behind 
some bushes when once in the park, and proceed 
fo change into evening clothes, after which she 
would walkk up to the front doer and ring the 
Afier this had gone on for some months the Em- 
press got te bear of it, and was rather upset; so 
in future a earriace was sent for her guest.

Dame Ethel Smyth is utterly lacking in 
feminine vanity—she has too keen a sense

1 remember once she turned up rather late for 
dinner, and tine Empress was already in the draw- 
tMuwroom., ‘his “was ‘contrary to Farnborough 
etiquette, which demanded that all the guests should 
be assembled before the Empress made “her al 
pearance, Ethel advaneed towards her hestess, 
running and curtseying at the same time, the re- 
sult being a series of kangaroo Jeaps. A minute 
later my aunt beckoned to me aud whispered: 
“kinmene Miss Smyth et arrange un peu sa robe.” 

Whereupon I obeyed, and a certain amount of 
hitching up went on in the long gallery ontsidc, — 
“Mv dear,” said the great musician, still 
breathless and wriggling, “It tell you what's. the 
matter. lL bought a new -puir of stays at the 
grocers, aud I believe he sold me a birdeage by 
mistake,” 

Virtually s whole chapter is devcted to 
the Duchess's memories of her great-aunt, 
the ex-Empress Eugenie, to whom “1 we 
the recollection of many happy days spent 
under her hospitable rool. either at Fara- 
boveugh ,or at Hull Villa Cyrnos, Cap 
Martin.” 

At. Can Martin life was more or less as at 


Farnborough, The same “ Empire.” atmosphere 
pervaded both houses, full of souvenirs of the 
Napoleonic period, and portraits of the Empress 
and her ladies, in the full flush “of their youth 


and beauty, painted by Wintcrhalter. 

She was extremely “ clannish,”’ and loved havihg 
her Spanish and Italian relations around her. She 
knew te her ‘inger-tips how many relations she 
had and exactly how her family was connected 
with other families. In fact, she was very shocked 
when she discovered tlrt I conld not exactly 
define how I happened to be her great-creat niece, 
except that my Colonna grandmother was an 
Alvarez de Toledo and had heen a cousif of hers. 
Next day she presented me with a shect of hete- 
pauper on which she had writt n our part of the 
family tree, all in her ow’ neat handwriting, and 
she told me to learn it by heart. . It is too sad 
to confess that I did not do so, and that now J 
have lost the paper... 

The Empress had an enormous respect 
for British customs, and “was . always 
afraid we wouldn't take games with 
sufficient seriousness; in fact, sne doubted 
our ability to stick to the rules.’’. She 
would say with great firmness: ‘In a 
country where the Prime Minister plays 
lawn tennis’’ (this was in Lord Balfour's 
day) “ games are a very seriotis affair.” 

Une day, when several neighbours were expected 


to dinner, she gave us other histructions. “In 
this country,” she informed us, “general con- 
versation is not the custom. People talk quietly 
to their neighbours, 1 must request you, mes 
enfants, not to shriek at each other across the 
table. Cela ne se fait pas.”

There are some excellent “enapshots 
of celebrities with whom the Duchess was 
acquainted. She always had an instinctive 
liking for people who did something— 
either artistic, literary, political, sporting 
or adventurous—* anything, in fact, that 
makes them stand out from the dull grey 
mass of ordinary human beings.’ Her 
first illustrious friend was the Poet 
Laureate, Alfred Austin—the. death of 
his widow occurred only last week—who 
r..apsodised over their meeting. 

“The door opened,” he told a mutual friend, 
“and I saw before me. the ling impersonation 
of. the Italian Renaissance, the perfect type of 
the Roman, who said to me, *1 am Vittoria 
Colonna.’ ” 

He wrote to her for many years, usually 
poems, but the only sample given in the 
volume is not likely to enhance his reputa- 
tion as a poet. 

Of Sir Edward Shackleton she says: “I 
never saw a human being who gave one a 
greater impression of vitality.” Pierpont 
Morgan, who enjoyed showing her his_art 
treasures, dined with them in Rome one 
night, playing bridge. afterwards, “with 
the comical result that he had no motwy 
to pay his losses. It was the Duke of 
Sparta, afterwards King Constantine of 
Greece, who lent him what he needed to 
settle his debts.’’ Had the millionaire no 
cheque book? | 

Elgar she thought rather solemn, 
“but I have always been rather frightened 
of musicians. Charles Wyndham and 
Mary Moore, “that © most ‘charming 
pair of actors” often visited her 
home, the Palazzo -Caetani.. Talking 
of actors and actresses, the Duchess 
considers Eleonora Duse, whom she en- 
countered. when the great actress was over 
middle-age, the most curious personality 
she ever met. 

She had a horror of meeting people socially, 
and her hypersensitive natwre made her shrink 
from things that all of us face without a guaim. 
I was dragged up afterwards to make her acevaint- 
ance, and I remember the “at bay” look in her 
dark eves. which immediately softened when she 
heard my few words of Italian and realised that I 
was 2 compatriot. She always looked as if she 
wak suffering, and so many of the ordinary things 
of life mained her that I suppose she was most 
af the time. It gave an interesting look to: her 
face. which in itself was not strictly beautiful. 
though her low brow, with the grey hair springing 
from {it in two rimes, was admirable. J supnose 
her artistic temperament made her very difficult te 
live with, but as a friend with whom to have occa- 
sional intercourse [ have met ro one more agree- 
able. She seemed fo see and feel intangible 
things with a crystaltike clearness of  peheenfion. 
and describe them with an e¢xqnisite. choice “of 
words, After speaking with her. everybody else's 
ideas seemed wrapped up in cotton wool through 
which they emerged laboriously. 

“ But,” says the Duchess later on, “I 
quite understand that her impressariws 
nearly went mad.”

Tie Duchess has been on terms of friend. 
ship with Gabriele’ d’Annunzio for many 
years. She thinks it is impossible 
to kvow the poet personally and 
not to like him, though at their first 
meeting she was afraid he was a poseur. 
There is a curious picture of an encounter 
with d’Annunzio in Venice during the war. 
It was very difficult to get into Venice 
in those days; but the Duchess discovered 
that the officer in charge was her first 
cousin, the Duke Sforza; and he gave her 
permission to remain there for three days. 

It was here that I met once more Gabriele 
d’Annunzio, now an of: . a os Be. Wee wee 
curious to see the reverential respect with which 
the Venétian people treated him.

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THE IDEAL OF THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOL. 


“YNGLISH education, especially the 
education given in the public 
schools, has been for long an easy target 


for” thé ‘critics, who niay be divided 
roughly into two classes—professional 
educators and laymen. The _ criticism 


levelled against the system has taken 
different forms when emanating from each 
of these two sources. The layman thinks 
that the result of such a system is to 
produce athletes, or snobs, or some such 
form of character which he personally does 
not like, and he generally bases his cen- 
clusions on scanty evidence and mis- 
representations of fact. His criticism is 


‘easily answered, 


The objections of the professional are 
more serious; for he has knowledge on 
which to base them. He objects that the 
ideals of the public schoo] are put in the 
wrong order, that they tend to turn out al! 
boys moulded to a type, that their easy- 
going methods are unscientific, and, there- 
fore, have no educational sanction, and so 
ón. Some oí these objections are con- 
sidered by Dr. Norwood, who seeks to show 
that the ideals are traditional, and that 
the system is in accordance with the 
national character, The fact that the 
public schools have grown in number, and 
that they are crowded with pupils whose 
parents are anxious that they should be 
turned out as public schoolboys are 
turned out, seems the best justification for 
their existence, and it only remains to 
show that the work that is done is in 
accordance with a good tradition, is pro- 
gressive and leads to good and happy 
results. This is what Dr. Norwood has 
done, and he tests their results, not by 
figures, but by the five tests of religion, 
discipline, culture, athletics and service.

His defence of the public schools is 
really only a small and comparatively 
unimportant part of the book ; they really 
do not need to be defended, hecause, no 
matter what anyone says about them, they 
ean continue their work and ignore their 
critics ; for they can afford to do so. One 
o! the chief merits of the book is that it 
discusses educational problems from the 
national and even from the international 
point of view. In dreaming of the future, 
the author cannot do so apart from the 
further evolution of our civilisation, and 
he makes valuable suggestions, which, we 
think, cannot but commend themselves to 
anyone who takes a sane view of such 
things, 

Education, in the future (and, indeed, 
in the present), must never tend to become 
vocational if we are to escape being caught 
up in the wheels of the industria] machine 
and becoming part of the machine. It 
must rest on a broad basis, and, if we 
cannot teach boys everything, we can at 
least convince them that there is a 
necessity for the accumulation of know- 
ledge, because the problems of to-day and 
to-morrow can only be solved on the basis 
of acquired knowledge. Boys must leave 
school in the future with a healthy 
respect for knowledge and a thorough con- 
viction that there are stores of informa- 
tion waiting to be drawn on for the 
solution of their own problems, as well 
as those of nations, and that these 
problems cannot be solved without she 
necessary information. Another  im- 
portant point is that future citizens must 
be capable of distinguishing between facts 
and opinions; in the world of to-day, and 
more so in the world of to-morrow, the 
importance of this distinction cannot be 
over-emphasised.

Dr. Norwood discusses the possible 
effect of some modern infinences on 


education, amongst them the doctrine of 
individuality. He singles out Mr. 
Bertrand Russel]’s, interpretation of this 
doctrine for attack, and combats it 
successl[ully, but it must be remembered 
that such an interpretation 1s very un- 


ment cannot be co-existent; but, in fact, 
they can, so long as the educator teaches 
his pupils to distinguish those things on 
which they may exercise their independent 
judgment. 

Mr. Russelil’s doctrine is much too 
extreme for practical purposes, and there 
is no fear that it will effect education to 
any degree, especially in England, where 
educators are so conservative. Examina- 
tions come up for discussion, and we get 
one of the great values of the English 
educational system—its results cannot be 
measured by figures. When parents and 
employers and members of schocl boards 
accept this great truth and begin to 
recognise that a teacher is just as much a 
professional man as a doctor or an 
engineer, and hence will leave him to do 
his work in freedom, then may we look 
forward to the fulfilment of Dr. 
Norwood’s dreams, and we shall be well on 
the way to the greater happiness of a true 
democracy.

A Leos everything that can be said 
by a mere layman in commendation 
of a text-book so wide in scope and so 
thorough in its handling of an intricate 
a ~ subject as the Bills

lucid description of 
the title page—

laws relating to 
Bills of Exchange, 
Cheques and Promis- 
sory Notes, as con- 
tained in the Bills of 
Exchange Acts, 1882, 
1906, 1917, and such 
other Acts as are 
thereby involved.”’ 

From this descrip- 
tion every banker who has passed beyond 
his student days will be able to grasp the 
magnitude of Mr. Fennell’s task. The 
mere work of writing such a text-book in 
the hands of an expert like the author 
would be more or less a labour of love. 
It is when we attempt to form some con. 
ception of the enormous amount of hard 
labour in gathering together the materials 
for such a book that we (again speaking 
for the layman) admire both his industry 
and his devotion to his profession. 

His reward cannot possibly go far 
beyond the mere reimbursement of a pub- 
lisher’s bill. The real recompense for 
such arduous work comes from the know- 
ledge that here we have a complete guide 
to one of the most intricate branches of 
every-day banking business, an infallible 
text-book for the student, a companion for 
every banker, and an indispensable volume 
for the economist’s library. For the lay- 
man the study of bills of exchange 
has attractions, but where is he to begin? 
Few men nowadays have time to take up 
a strenuous course of study outside their 
bxsiness and its demands. They wisely 
leave their cheques and notes and bills of 
exchange in the hands cf capable bankers 
like Mr. Fennel). 

A word of praise is due the author for 
the very admirable index, the table of 
statutes cited, the list of cases mentioned, 
and the bibliography. These are supple- 
mentaries which alwavs enhance the valre 
of a scientific text-book. Mr. Fennell’s 
volume will toke a high place in the 
librarv of banking science.

| Timothy Murphy, Cliff Castle Hotel, 
Dalkey, applied for a licence to sell intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

The Licensed Grocers and Vintners’ Pro- 
tection Association’ was represented by Mr. 
M. Corbett, Chairman; Mr. Peter McGovern, 
Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Martin O'Byrne, 
Secretary. Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C,_. (in- 
structed by Mr, Patrick O'Reilly, of Messrs. 
Duggan and O'Reilly) appeared on behalf of 
the Association. 

Mr. McGuckin (instructed by Mr, H, B. 
O'Hanlon) appeared for the applicant. Mr. 
T. A. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) opposed on behalf of the police. 
Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. Gearoid 
O'Sullivan. (instructed by Messrs. 
and O'Reilly) appeared for a number of 
parishioners in opposition. — 

The applicant was examined and stated 
that he purchased the premises for £3,000, 
and visitors expressed dissatisfaction at not 
being able to obtain drink with their meals, 
He had to send over a quarter of a mile for 
drink, and often when it came the dinner 
was over. Parties from America had de- 
clined to stay when they found that the 
hotel had not a licence. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Finlay the 
witness admitted that he was fined some 
years ago for selling drink, but he explained 
that that drink—-two dozen of stout-—was got 
on the previous day by the manageress at 
the request of a gentleman who was giving 
a party and had been staying in the hotel 
for eight years. 

Mr. John O’Brien, Secretary, Irish Tourist 
Development Association, and Mr. Francis 
Taaffe, Director, Irish Travel Agency, gave 
evidence in support of the application. 

Inspector Kilbride stated that the hotel 
was very well conducted, but he gave it as

WHALING IN AUSTRALIAN 
WATERS.

S INCE the passing of the wind-jammer 
and the nand-harpoon, much of the 
danger and excitement has gone 
out of whaling. What with speedy 
vessels and deadly whale-“uns, the 
giant cetaceans have few chances either 
to escupe or to inflict damage on their 
pursuers. With the wind ships the old 
type of seaman has passed away, too. No 
longer’ can be heard those rollicking 
shanties, “A Dead Whale or a Stove 
Boat.” or “ There She Blows.’’ 
Ordinarilys people associate whaling 
with the frozen regions at the northern 
and southern extremities of the globe, but 
it was once my good fortune to get among 
whalers at work in the tropics. This was 
away up at Point Cloates, on the Western 
Australian’ coast. several hundred miles 
north of Fremantle. The whaling 
station there belongs to a Norwegian 
whaling company, and at the time tts 
fleet consisted of three small steamers. 
Fach of these diminutive craft had a 
displacement of only 150 tons 


romance, 


HVAL HO! 


The skipper and the gunner are one 
and the same person, the success of his 
vessel being entirely dependent on his 
skill with the harpoon gun and the helm. 
The crew consists of an engineer and eight 
seamen. Setting out from the shore base 
in the mornings, the tiny fleet cruises up 
and down the coast, questing for whales. 
In the crow’s nest of every vessel is posted 
a man with a pair of binoculars. On 
sighting a whale, he immediately gives 
tongue to the magic word /fral, and the 
course of the vessel is altered accordingly. 

Right for’ard is mounted the muzzle- 
loading harpoon gun, and at the end of 
the fore deck is a pair of steel rollers, over 
which the harpoon lines are run. At 
the head of the modern harpoon, six fee¢ 
long, weighing about 1 ewt.. and all of 
tempered steel, is a conical bomb filled 
with powder. A few seconds after being 
discharged from the cun this explodes with 
terrific force, so that, if a whale be hit, 
he can seldom surviv,» the shock. The 
harpoon is attached to the ship by a 
stout hempen line, some sixty or seventy 
fathoms long. This is to allow for 
“plav.” The gun’s killing range, how- 
ever, is very limited, between twenty-five 
and fifty yards being the average. 


MODERN HARPOONING. 


As the vessel approaches its quarry it 
slows ddwn. Sometimes the whale becomes 
alarmed and dives, but, being an air- 
breather. he is soon compelled to rise and 
blow. The vessel slowly sneaks within 
range again. and the gunner trains his 
piece on the unsuspecting § cetacean. 
Suddenly there is a flash, a roar, and a 
billowing cloud of smoke. The whaler 
quivers from stem to stern. From the sea 
comes an echoing boom as the time-bomb 
explodes in the carcase of its victim. 

In his death-throes the whale often 
leaps bodily out of the water, flukes 
threshing wildly, seething columns of 
red-tinzed spray beine dashed hich in the 
air. Eventually the body is made fast to 
the fore part of the vessel with chains, 
block and tackle, and when, perhaps. 
another whale or two have been added to 
the day’s bag, a shoreward move is made. 


“SHOOTING THE BAR.” 


Point Cloates.is cut off from the open 
sea by a long and dangerous coral reef, 
over which, in bad weather, the full 
fury of the enormous Indian Ocean rollers 
xpends itself in a riotous slather of 
diundering surf. There is only one 
narrow opening through which a_ vessel 
can effect an entry, and to accomplish this 
the weather must be moderately fine. Tf 
the seas are running hich, the whalers 
have to hang about outside— perhaps, for 
days—waiting for an opportunity to 
‘shoot the bar.” In the muggy tropic 
heat their catch often becomes odoriferous, 
and on such occasions one does not envy 
the whaling man his job. 

When the whales are towed the 
factory jetty, they are often found to have 
been half-demolished by sharks. shoals of 
which dog the boats. Once hauled ashore. 
the giant cetaceans are speedily ‘‘ flensed ”’ 
stripped of their blubber with 
spade-like implements. This is afterwards 
cast into boiling vats and rendered down 
into oil. It is then stored in tanks unfil 
taken away by the oil-boat. Though whale 
oil is still measured by barrel, it is trans- 
ported in bulk. Barrels belong to the 
Dark Ages of whaling. At Point Cloates 
all offal, bone and oil residues are con- 
verted into agricultural fertilisers, all of 
which find a good local market. 


WHALING GUNNERS. 


A gunner receives a salary of £21 a 
month, but a bonus is granted on every 
whale killed. This reward depends on the 
size of the kill, and averages from £2 to 
£6 a carcase. The whale-hunting season 
in West Australia lasts from June to 
October, and the last one is the best on 
record. Twenty whales were sometimes 
caught in a day, and, although smaller 
than Antarctic varieties, they were 
better-conditioned and produced 36,000 
barrels of oil, of a value of £180,000. 
The gunners’ paradise, however, is down 
in South Georgia, where many of them 
make incomes of £2,000 to £3,000 a year— 
sometimes even more. 

The two kinds of whale taken off Point 
Cloates are the blue and the humpback. 
The former is the largest animal in the 
world, and may measure one hundred feet, 
but such an‘ outsize is rare in the tropics. 
The other variety—the ‘‘hoomp,’’ as the 
Norwegians cal] them—are much more 
common, and seldom exceed a length of 
fifty feet. 

During recent months the opinion has 
been expressed in many quarters that 
there is a danger of whales in the 
Southern Seas being exterminated because 
of the improved methods of killing. One 
leading Australian. authority, however, 
who has given the question close study, 
declared that, with proper conservation 
methods agreed to by the nations, it 
will be possible to take regular toll of 
these sea animals for food and other 
economic purposes, and yet to preserve 
them for all time. Serious depredations 
are made among the herds by grampus— 
small killer whales—and it is suggested 
that, if a concerted attack were made by 
the nations on these pests alone, the 
preservation of their larger brethren 
might be ensured.

$ correspond writes : » I 
interested to read in the “ Diary ' 
account oí those structures known 
‘follies,’’ defining. them 
buildings which turned out to be failure 
or were used for some. other purpose than 
that originally intended. The Martell 
towers which were built at intervals alon 
the Dublin coast early last century would 
come under this heading, as, luckily. they 
never put to the test for which the 
were designed. Strung along the 
irom Dublin to Bray, and here and there 
on the north coast, they were erected as 
watch-towers at a period when the threat 
of a Napoleonic invasion very real 
menace. They fortified, and 
apparently intended to resist attack, but a 
few later. an JEnglish general. 
visiting the country, condemned them as 
utterly useless from a military point ol 
view, as they were too far apart to be 
effective. One, at least, has been turned 
to picturesque account, and the visitor to 
Malahide never fails to admire the house 
which has been partly constructed out of 
a Martello Tower. 


A Military Appointment. 


Colonel Ernest Graham Hamilton,

of 2,500,000, every one of whom fought at 
the front. When the war ended chaos fell 
upon Germany. The November revolution, 
followed by the Spartacus riots, struck 
terror into the hearts of the people, and, . 
for a time, it seemed as if Germany were 
doomed to. follow. Russia. into com- 
plete colHtapse: GradualHy, however,’ the 
Bolshevist element found that it was being 
opposed not only by the Retehswebr, which 
was the official army of the Government, 
but also by various unofficial organisations, 
among which the Ehrhardt Brigade—a 
Fascist body of ex-officérs—was the chief. 
The Brigade had several off-shoots, some 


of which did not scruple to resort 1o 
assassination in pursuit of their 
Nationalist ends; and the notorious 
society, known as “ Consul,’’ was re- 


sponsible for the murder of Erzberger and 
Walther Rathenau, two of Germany's 


leading statesmen. During the last ten 
years extreme Nationalism in Germany 


has been manifesting itself through secret 
societies of tliie kind ; but the Government 


de- 


appeared. Instead of secret societies open 
organisations have been formed by the 
‘Nationalists. The Stahihelm is by far the 
most popular of ‘these’ bodies, and 
virtually every ex-officer in Bavaria wears 
the little “tin hat’” in his button-hole. 
Hitherto the Stahihelm has been 
eminently respectable in its activities. 
Indeed, its honorary president is -Presi- 
dent Hindenbusg, who apparently satisfied 
himself last year that its aims were 
directed in no way. against the continu- 
ance of the republican form of govern- 
ment. Having secured themselves by the 
patronage of the universally respected 
President, however, the leaders of the 
Stahihelm seem to have become more 
daring.. Last month, for instance, they 
organised quasi-military “ manceuvres,’’ in 
which three thousand men took part under 
the eyes of Prince August Wilhelm 
of Prussia, the Crown Prince's son. These 
manceuvres were conducted the most 
approved style. Machine-gun fire was 
represented by drumming ; troops stormed 
positions, and there is no doubt that the 
organisation defied the existing ban on 
all military exercises. In addition to its 
military activities, the Stahlhelm, with its 
taking a

several satellites, has been 
prominent part in the preparation of a 
plebiscite against tie Young scheme for 
the final settlement of the reparations 
problem. Herr Severing, the 
Minister for the Interior in the Central 
Government, has denounced this proposed 
plebiscite very strongly, and it is quite 
possible that he may follow the example 
of the Prussian Minister.

boast to be far better than our sires, 
there can be no doubt that we lack their 
appreciation of a good wine. The “ chota 
peg”’ and, the ‘‘cocktail’’ are preferred 
by a generation. which esteems speed 
above all things and is in constant need 
of a stimulant for its exhausted nerves. 
Indeed, the art of cultured conversation, 
inspired by a great Volnay-Caillerets or 
a vintage Burmeister, as it was under- 
stood by a wiser age, is preserved to-day 
only by a happy few. These, at least, 
will be glad to learn that most of the 
reports this year from the wine-growing 
countries of Europe are good. Unfortu- 
nately, claret and port ‘appear to have 
been affected in. some measure by the 
unusual heat of the summer, but comfort 
can be found in the news from Beaune. 
The hailstorms, which earlier were 
thought to have devastated the Burgundy 
district, are found to have damaged only 
the cheaper growths, and the vineyards of 
Volnay and Corton will produce again a 
wine worthy of their names. Champagnes 
and Sauternes, also, are expected to be of 
the highest quality. Ireland, only a 
generation ago, was famous for her stocks 
of high-class claret, and we regret the 
passing of this national taste. While 
dissociating ourselves from the mate of 
Henry Morgan in his desire to “ troll 
the jolly bowl around,’’ we confess that 
we sympathise with the Marshal of 
France who halted his troops before one 
of the famous claret-growing chateaux, 
and, with that Gallic flair for a beau 
geste, gave the order, ‘‘ Present arms.”’ 
This royal salute was offered to some- 
thing more than a “drink ’’; it was a 
recognition of an art. It has. been alleged 
that the enjoyment of vintage wines is an 
acquired taste: we agree and add that a 
proper appreciation of Homer and Mozart 
falls within the same category. 


Brighter Museums. 


Ars est celare artem, and, in sooth, 
some curators of museums in the British 
Isles have interpreted this saying with an 
exactitude not intended by the epigram- 
matist who originally coined ‘it. They 
arrange—or, rather, do not arrange—their 
collections with a complete disregard for 
attractive display, and then are shocked 
when the ordinary public does not rush to 
view the heterogeneous mass. A tardy 
realisation that some of the greatest gems 
of ancient and modern times were being 


allowed to blush unseen in crowded 
obscurity gave birth to the Royal 
Commission on National Museums 
and Galleries, which has issued an 
interim report. The Commission's task 
was not easy because it was neces- 


sary to cater for two widely divergent 
tastes—-to wit, that of the ordinary visitor 
and that of the eager student. Neverthe- 
less, if we may judge from the interim 
repoit, it has acquitted itself well. British 
museums, like Topsy, have “ just growed, 
and the Commission's report advocates a 
more organised system of inter-communica- 
tion between the various institutions. A 
noteworthy reccmmendation is that all fees 
ought to be abolished, and that better re- 
freshment rooms shall be provided when 
necessary. This official endeavour to open 
the eyes of the public to ‘‘ the range and 
splendour the national collections” 
deserves universal support. We do not 
know how many Dubliners have visited the 
National Gallery of Ireland in Leinster 
Lawn during the last six months, but we 
should not be surprised to learn that a 
large percentage of those who entered. its 
doors during that period were forergners. 
The appointment of the Royal Commission 
is a step in the right direction; for any 
Government. that does not utilise the 
national resources for the benefit of the 
nation is in the same position as the man 
in the parable who carelully buried his 


talent.

KING REPRESENTED BY 
PRINCE OF WALES. 

The Prince of Wales represented the King 
vesterday afternoon at the funeral of the 
Earl of Harewood, which took place at the 
little village church situated within Harewood 
Park.

AMERICA AND THE LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS.

There was much. comment here to-day 
on the joint statement issued from 
Washington last night by the President 
of the United States and the Prime 
Minister of Great Britain; for it un 
doubtedly came as a shock to chose who 
had hoped that the United States might 
cast in its lot with the League of Nation. 
It is pointed out that the statement con 
tained the significant pronouncement: that 
the part of each Government in the pro- 
motion of world peace will be different 
as one will never consent to become en- 
tangled in European diplomacy, while the 
other is resolved to pursue a policy ot 
with its 


active co-operation European 
neighbours. This definitely dispuses of 
the idea that President Hoover might 


change the attitude of his Government 
towards the League of Nations, and it is 
apparent that the United States intends 
to remain aloof from the operations of th 
League in “all circumstances. 


Naval Disarmament. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Presiden! 
Hoover have made excellent progress wit) 
their ideas, or ideals, regarding naval dis 
armament; but it is not quite so certain 
that the other naval Powers affected will! 
fall in with their views as easily as is 
supposed. There are rumours in diplo 
matic circles that France, Italy and Japan 
contemplate the holding of a preliminary 
conference, so that they may enter th 
proposed Naval Disarmament Conference. 
to take place in London in January. with 
an agreed programme. France appears to 
be determined to retain her submarines 
very important point—for it is quite 
possible that on the question of: sub- 
marines the conference may fail. 


Coroners’ Courts. 


The result of the inquiry at Reading 
to-day has provoked much discussion, par: 
ticularly in the legal profession, as to th: 
powers really possessed by a coroner, and 
it is suggested that this official is now 
invested with such powers that he has 
become almost a prosecuting counsel. In 
some circles it is maintained that the 
method of examination now adopted in a 
coroner's court is not only unfair, but 
detrimental to the traditions of British 
justice. On this point is was explained 
by a high authority this afternoon that 
coroners are frequently the revipients of 
directions regarding procedure in their 
courts, and that it is unlikely that in- 
admissible evidence or irregular procedure 
could pass without attention being called 
to it. If, in the opinion of the Hom- 
Secretary and his advisers, changes in 
procedure are considered to be necessary 
In coroners’ courts. the Lord Chancellor 
is communicated with. and he deals with 
the question. It is to the credit of the 
coroners that irregularities of importance 
are extremely rare.

This decision will satisfy both parties, 
although it is regrettable that such a 
question ever should have arisen. In 
times past the King has been present as 
head of the@Navy, Army and Air Fore. 
and representztive bodies have been 
Selected to accompany him and take part 
in the ceremonial. In view of the dens 
masses of people, who thronz Whitehal! 
on this occasion, it is obvious that the 
place of the troops will have te be filled 
by police, since it would never do to have 
the ceremonial broken up by the pressure 
of the crowds.

IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


WHY LEGISLATION 
Is DELAYED, 


THE FINANCIAL 
ASPECT. 


INTERVIEW WITH 
MR. MULCAHY. 


By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


That the Free State Government’s pro- 
fected town-planning legislation has not 
set been drafted I gathered from Mr. 
‘\iulcahy, Minister for Local Government, 
in an interview which I had with him yes- 
terday on his return from the Inter- 
national Housing and Town-Planning 
Congress at Rome. 

“The problem,” he told me, “is an 
extremely difficult and intricate one, pat- 
ticularly in its financial aspects, and such 
levislation as we hope to submit to the 
Dáil can only be prepared after a pains- 
taking and exhaustive examination of 
every side of the question.” ' 

The Minister gave me an admirable 
review of the proceedings of the Congress, 
at which his fellow-delegate was Mr. FE. P. 
McCarron, Secretary of the Local Govern- 
ment Department. The principal heads 
under which the discussions of the Con- 
ranged were the financing of 
working-class and middle-claas housing, 
the planning and lay-out of apartment 
houses, the re-planning of old, existing 
towns in respect of their built-up areas, 
and, lastly, the planning of the extension 
of old existing towns, 
' The basis of the problem of town- 
planning, according to the Minister, is the 
question of compensation, apart alto- 
gether from the present need of local 
authorities for money for capital purposes. 
The compensation question has two 
aspects. The first, and chief one, is that 
excessive amounts of money are likely to 
be, and actually have been, paid in com- 
pensation by ratepayers: and the second 
aspect is that, because of the payment of 
this Money, necessary town-planning work 
is retarded and prevented. 


TWO MAIN FACTORS. 

“Town-planning, and particularly plan- 
ning for town extension,’’ the Minister 
observed, *‘depends for its effectiveness on 
the power to secure a proper distribution 
of urban development, and to maintain in 
ind around all densely built urban areas 
an adequate amount of open space to 
satisfy the many needs for the present and 
future population; and the financial 
problem that arises here was very clearly

put at the Congress by Professor 
Unwin, late Chief Town-Planning 
Inspector of the British Ministry of 
Health, who argued that the restric: 


fion against building on certain lands, 
or against their acquisition for open 
spaces, did, through increased convenience 
and stability as regards amenities of sur-

Bminish the total building incremen:s to. 


be realised as the result of the growth of 
the urban centre.’’ 

“This problem,” said the Minister, 
was further referred to by Dr. Gibbon, 
the Assistant Secretary to the British 
Ministry of Health, in terms which 
emphasised the fact that British legisla- 
tion has not solved the question.

There has not, however, 
been any serious attempt in public dis-

HOW THE PORT MAY 
BE DEVELOPED. 


THE TRANSATLANTIC 
PROBLEM.

TRALEE, Thursday. 

The’ people of County Kérry are doing 
their best to interest the Government and 
the general “ in the possibility of 
developing Fenit Harbour If their 
efforts are successful, Fenit may claim 
rivalry with. Limerick and Galway as a 
port of call for trans-Atlantic liners and 
as a centre suitable for the export of 
Irish merchandise. It has been pointed 
out that while it would take two million 
pounds to develop Galway properly, the 
development of Fenit Harbour would not 
cost half that sum, and the results. it is 
claimed, would be more advantageous. It 


is possible for ocean-going liners to 
come within two and a half miles of 
Fenit, and trading steamers drawing 


twenty-two and a half feet of water can 
enter the harbour at all stages of the 
tide. 

Fenit’s trade now is very good, but the 
port's Advantages are not widely known. 
The Limerick Steamship Company’s boats 
maintain a regular bi-weekly service 
between Fenit and Liverpool, carrying 
general cargo to the harbour, and thence 
exporting bacon, butter and eggs. 
Steamers from Hamburg and Antwerp 
also call, and little more than a week 
ago a boat carrying 5,000 fons of maize 
Was discharged within ten days. 

_The Harbour Commissioners are enthu- 

siastic. They feel that Fenit could be 
made an excellent port for the export of 
cattle from the counties bordering on 
Kerry. Cattle from these counties now 
have to be shipped from Dublin or Cork, 
and the cost of transport weighs against 
the farmer’s profit. The Harbour Com- 
missioners, however, are faced with diffi- 
culty in regard to the development of this 
branch of trade. 


THE BUSINESS ASPECT. 

In the course of an.interview with Mr. 

5. Hifle, managing director of Messrs. 
McCowan, Tralee, and ex-Chairman of 
the Fenit Harbour Board, I was told 
that before they can develop the export 
of cattle it will be necessary to erect a 
new ferro-concrete viaduct, leading on to 
the pier. The present viaduct, erected 
twenty-two years ago, is of wood and is 
costly to maintain, because of the action 
of the sea. The Port and Harbours 
Tribunal held an inquiry some time ago, 
iand nothing has yet been done. The 
Harbour Board, however, has appointed 
a committee to place the possibilities of 
the development scheme before the 
Government. 
With a new viaduct of sufficient width, 
said Mr. Hifle, cattle could be run right 
on to the ships. At present the Board 
had to maintain the canal to Tralee, and 
were losing money on it. If this viaduct 
were erected they could close the canal, 
and the ratepayers consequently would 
benefit by the saving. Mr. Hifle added 
that every penny made by the Harbour 
Board went to the relief of the ratepayers. 
He said that some years ago the Govern- 
ment made a grant of £7,000 for the con- 
struction of a viaduct, but through some 
flaw the money never came to Fenit. They 
hoped to get it now. 


COLD STORAGE. 

“There is no doubt that Fenit is de- 
veloping,’’ continued Mr. Hifle. “We 
have several cranes there, and quite lately 
we erected another one. It will interest 
you to know that Fenit is the only 
Harbour Board in Great Britain and 
Ireland that has a cold storage plant on 
the pier. Butter and other merchandise 
is stored there while awaiting shipment, 
and the trade is growing satisfactorily. 
We had the premises erected on the Ist 
July of this vear, and the storage from 
the time we started till now has been a 
great success. At present we only cater 
for a hundred tons, but so great has the 
trade become that we find it necessary to 
provide accommodation for two hundred 
and fifty tons. This is a concrete example 
of what Fenit can do.”’ 

Mr. Hifle told me that they were in a 
particularly advantageous position for 
dealing with this trade, as compared with 
Limerick they were twelve hours nearer 
to Liverpool. A few alterations to the 
harbour were necessary, but if the Govern- 
ment gave assistance towards building the 
viaduct leading on to the main pier, then 
the Board would guarantee to carry cut 
the necessary alterations. 

Mr. Hifle, in conclusion, spoke of the 
history of the port, and said that in former 
years many of the emigrants to America 
departed from Fenit. A photograph in his 
ofhce shows the fleet of fishing vessels in 
the harbour. For the most part the fish- 
ing industry has failed, but Mr. Hifle 
takes a hopeful view of its revival.

The Right Hon. Viscount ‘Powerscourt, 
K.P., H.M.L., Vice-President, presided at 
a special meeting of the Council of the 
Royal Dublin Society, which was held in

Whilst impairéd health has necessitated 
Mr. Moran’s ‘withdrawal from active

THE HIGGINS BEQUESTS.

M. Bessedowsky, the Russian diplomatist, 
whose sudden flight from the Soviet Embassy 
here is still a matter of lively comment, is 
now living in Paris like an ordinary citizen,, 
having been granted a foreigner’s identity 
ecard. He still asserts that he imtends to sue 
the Soviet Embassy for libel, but it is diffi- 
cult to see, in view of the diplomatic im 
munity enjoyed by its occupants, how a suit 
can be brought. 

It is not thought likely that the Embassy 
will prosecute Bessedowsky, as he is believed 
to have a receipt signed by the Second 
Counsellor that everything was in ordey. when 
the latter took over charge of the Embassy 
accounts. It is extremely unlikely that the 
Embassy would submit its accounts to the 
scrutiny df a French law court. 

Bessedowsky alleges that on the day of his 
dramatic escape the two French ‘porters: who 
ordinarily keep guard at the entrance to the 
Embassy were replaced by two officials of 
the Ogpu, from the Commercial Mission. 
Moreover the gates of the Embassy were pad- 
locked, instead of merely being bolted. 

Bessedcwsky ‘still considers’ that his life is 
in danger. According to the /ntrensigeart, 
the Soviet Embassy has received instructions 
from Moscow to preceed with a _ pitiless 
‘‘weeding out” of the personnel of the 
Embassy and all the Soviet organisations in 
Paris.

The busihess of creating and 
getting into working order an entirely 
novel type of financial institution must, 
in any .case, prove delicate and exacting, 
in view of the complicating conceptions of 
monetary policy and banking practice pre- 
vailing in the principal financial centres, 
and it has certainly not been rendered 
any easier by the stringent, not to say 
hostile, criticism to which the Young re- 
port has been subjected, both in this 
country and abroad. The scheme for 
an International Bank, laid down by 
the experts, has been anything but 
popular in the City of London, which has 
a livelier sense of practical finance, as 
well as of the possible dangers of such 
an ambitious project, than appears im 
ithe pages of the Young Report. That 
does not in the least imply any dis- 
paragement of the excellent work done by 
Sir Josiah Stamp and Sir Charles Addis 
in their heraic and successful effort to 
reach agreement in the confused and pro- 
tracted negotiations in Paris; but it does 
mean that their scheme will «ced im- 
portant modifications in the light of more 
mature reflection. 

It is scarcely conceivable that an insti- 
tution with a directorate responsible to 
i nobody ander Heaven, on which the seven 
countries principally interested im repara- 
tion payments are assured for all time of 
a permanent majority; will really be en- 
trusted by the world at large with such 
important functions as those foreshadowed 
in the Experts’ Report. It is plain, 
therefore, that, if the bank is ever to per- 
form any really important services in its 
wider capacity as a central reserve bank, 
it will be necessary to make some provi- 
s. . for modifying its constitution in such 
a way as to diminish the preponderance 
of the reparation Powers.

mitting, for October 19. This will be con 
ducted by Professor Oberth, a pyrotechnic 


specialist 1esponsible for the technical details 
of a new film showing a ‘rockets "’ jouiney 
to the moon and his aim 1s to despaten a 
rocket. to hitherto unattained heights. 

Professor Oberti:’s rocket is désigned to 
reach a height of some fiity miles m about 
a minute. 

The rocket is some 0 feet long and 18 
inches in diameter. It consists of a double 
tube, the outer wall being of tron and the 
inner liming of copper, with a space between. 
It will be filled with liquid oxygen, in which 
four carbon rodg will be placed. The burn 
ing of the rods geverates the gasses which 
provide the propulsive force. The nose con- 
tains a parachute, which it is hoped will 
unfold when the motive power is exhausted, 
and bring the rocket gently back to earth. 

As a logical deve'opment of his theory that 
rockets .cam .be landed at an appointed spot, 
the professor envisages a rocket post between 
Europe and America, which would make the 
journey in about thirty minutes.

DEADLY DUST. 


THE DANGER OF 
SPITTING. 


Dr. Henry Mess, Director of the Bureau 
of Social Research for Tyneside, speaking 
yesterday at the Conference of the 
National Association for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis at Newcastlc-on-Tyne, said 
that, if the filthy habit of spitting im 
public could be ended by pressure of 
public opinion, a considerable source of 
infection would disappear. 

The disease, he said, could be consider- 
ably abated by an improvement in per- 
sonal habits. Tyneside towns were among 
the most overcrowded places in England 
and Wales. There was a condition of 
habitual overcrowding unknown  else- 
where in England and Wales, except in 
the worst parts of East London, though 
it was common enough im Scotland. 

Dr. Mess said an enormous amount of. 
money was wasted in sending persons to 
sanatoria for absurdly short periods of 
time. 


DUST-LADEN ATMOSPHERES. 

Councillor J. Barker, Chairman of the 
Newcastle Tuberculosis Committee, said 
that many hundreds of people on Tyne- 
side -died whese lives’ might have been 
saved, and certainly tens of thousands of 
others would be ‘safeguarded against in- 
fection if proper measures were within 
reach. 

‘* Believing that many victims become 
infected by breathing the dust-laden 
atmosphere of theatrés,. cinemas and con- 
cert halls; I would definitely ban the use 
of carpets or similar materials which 
might collect dust in substantial quantt- 
ties in any part of the auditorium most 
used by the general public.’’ 


HELPING THE VICTIMS. 

Dr. V. Clark (Manchester) said ihat 
they had spent a considerable sum of 
money in materially. helping families 
affected by tuberculosis by the purchase 
of food and clothing. Under the Local 
Government Act relief was no longer 
going to be technically Poor Law relief. 
One of the most economical forms of 
destitution expenditure was to help 
families incapacitated by disease. 

Mrs. Councillor Roberts (London) said 
that in Stepney ten or eleven people slept 
in one room. 

Councillor Griffiths (West Riding) said 
that tuberculosis was more prevalent in 
mining districts, and thes might be 
because of malhutritign, low wages and 
lack of sufficient food.

vately slaughtered. They shall be inspected 
at: private slaughterhouses, and all meat 
found unfit for human consumption shall im- 
mediately be brought under the notice of the 
sanitarv inspector. No meat save such as has 
beow inspected and passed will be allowed to 
be sold in the ctiy. 

The penalty provided for offences against 
these by laws is £5 for the first offence. 

Though the victualling trade contend tlat 
the by-laws will mean a great deal of incon- 
venlienve, the action of the Corporation 1s 
heartily endorsed by the public generally.

ANNIVERSARY. 


DUBLIN MEETING’S 
PROTEST. 


“A FAIR CHANCE FOR 
THE PEOPLE.” 
———— 


-The annual celebration of the birthday of 
Father Mathew, the Apostle of Temperance, 
was held last night in the Mathew Hall, 
Church street, Dublin. 

THE CHAIRMAN, 

The Rev. F. Canon Lyons, P.P., Ardee 
who presided over a large attendance, said 
that as Irish Catholics and as citizens of the 
Free State they claimed that their peo 
should be free from the dangerous occasions 
that were thrust before them by the le 
vice of intemperance. That was why they 
asked the Government to assist AM a 
fair chance, under the grace of » to the 
people to practise the virtue of temperance. 
That, he said, was a moderate claim. They 
were not prohibitionists. They regarded pro- 
hibition as unsound in orinciple and 
disastrous in practice. They only asked that 
there should be restrictive legislation against 
this social danger. The friends of temper- 
ance were disappointed at what had happened 
during the last few months; that was the 
dropping of the section which provided for 
the reduction of the number of public-houses 
in town and country. They viewed with mis- 
giving the reassembling of the Liquor Com- 
mission, which would re-open a question that, 
it was hoped, had been definitely settled. 

For over twenty years they in the Gaelic 
League had been fighting for the closing of 
the public-houses on St. Patrick's. Day. It 
was not too much to expect our Legislature, 
said the speaker, to carry out the policy of 
the Gaelic League in that respect. gon no 
answer to say that there was a wave of 
foot 0 CN over the land. There was no 
doubt that there was a great improvement in 
so far as riotous and boisterous scenes were 
concerned; for much of these had dis- 
appeared. But there was still a great 
deal of drinking going on. The people 
could not afford the drink, but it was on 
higher ground that he asked that the use of 
alcohol should be restrained. We appeal to 
the Government, said the speaker, and to 
members of every party in our Legislative 
Assembly to take a wise and proper view uf 
this subject; to take courage aad give us 
wise and prudent legislation for the honour 
of God and the glory of Erin. (Applause.) 

FATHER MATHEW’S WORK. 

The Rev. M. C. Troy, M.A., C.C., St. 
Michan’s, delivered an eloquent address on 
the life work of the Rev. Theobald Mathew, 
whose labours for temperance began in Cork 
in 1839, out of which eight millions of people 
took the temperance pledge, and effected a 
wonderful reformation in the habits and 
morals of the people... Father Mathew’s ap- 
peal was to the people, not to the Govern- 
ment; to the heart and soul rather than to 
the brain. Prohibition had no place in Father 
Mathew’s kindly and penetrating appeal, yet 
in a letter to a friend he stated that prohibi- 
tion was the only safe and certain remedy for 
the evils of intemperance. No doubt, with 
the vast majority the Irish people tem- 
Fa in 1844 prohibition would not, then 
vave been unjust to impose, and the lives 
won by Father Mathew might have been con- 
solidated for all time. In his fifty years of 
temperance work Father Mathew never gave 
any indication of prohibitionist tendencies, 
yet he came to realise, through the losses sus- 
tained in the trying days of the famine, that 
legislation built up from the good-will of the 
people could be of immense advantage in hold- 
ing the position that was won by the tem- 
Eas worker. I]t was equally certain that 

e would not support the principle of pro- 
hibition when it meant imposing it on a 
people who did not want it. 

On the motion of the Rev. T. F. Ryan, 
S.J., seconded by the Rev. Father Austin. 
C.P., a vote of thanks was passed to Father 
Troy for his address. 

Father Troy, in reply, said that he wished 
to sound a note of warning to the Gaelic 
Athletic Association not to let that Associa- 
tion be made a lever for the extension of 
facilities for drinking on the occasion of 
big matches, either in Dublin or in any part 
of the country. If they did they would not 
have the orderliness and temperate habits 
that characterised those great gatherings up to 
the present, (Hear, hear.) Those who attended 
the big all-lreland finals did not want any 
extension of drinking facilties, nor did they 
want orderliness to be replaced by turmoil 
and disorder, which would happen if this 
insidious campaign succeeded. 


REDUNDANT LICENCES. 

The Rev, Dr. Coffey, Maynooth College, 
wrote :—'' It 18 not easy work, for every ad 
vance made has to be defended against per- 
sistent counter-attacks, from still powerful 
vested interests. 1 dm not aware of the 
existence of any public demand for the :n- 
creased driuking facilities foreshadowed by 
the re-assembling of the Liquor Commission, 
nor do I see any real need for another year's 
delay in thealready too long delayed suppres 
sion of the redundant licences which are still 
such a source of demoralisation to the liquor 
trafiic, and-of danger to our young people.’’ 

On the motion of the Rev. J. Flynn, 8.J., 
the following resolution was passed :— 

“That this meeting, assembled on the 
birthday of Father Mathew, the apostle of 
temperance, protests most strongly agaiust

MURDER VERDICT AGAINST 
PERSON UNKNOWN. 


EXTRAORDINARY SCENE 
IN THE STREETS.

A verdict of wilful murder against some 
person or persons unknown was returned at 
the inquest at Reading yesterday on Mr. 
Alfred Diver, the victim of the Reading shop 
crime. ' . 

Tbe jury were absent íor two hours and 
forty-eight minutes, and, the íoreman, before 
announcing the verdict, said that the jury, 
after very careful deliberation on all the evi- 
dence submitted to them, have unanimously 
agreed that the evidence is too conflicting for 
them definitely to establish the guilt of any 
particular person. 

Remarkable scenes both inside and outside 
the court followed the announcement of the 
verdict. ‘There was a great outburst of cheer. 
ing and clapping and. waving of hats and 
papers all over the court-room. 

Mr. Philip Yale Drew, the actor, who has 
been a central figure throughout the proceed- 
ings, was asked by the chief constable if he 
would like*to use a side entrance and thus 
avoid the crowd outside. ‘‘ No,’’ he replied, 
“I won t shirk anything.” 

THE SUMMING UP. 

The Coroner, in his summing up, said the 
first person to see Mr. Oliver after the attack 
seemed to be the young mah, Jefferies. He 
thought Jefferies’s evidence and actiyns were 
somewhat unsatisfactory. “If his story were 
true, the task of the police would in all pro- 
bability have been very much simplified if he 
had raised the alarm at once. He was afraid. 
By his age he should be a man. I think 
you can put him down asa coward, and a man 
or youth of very low intellect. If certain of 
the witnesses were correct, the theatrical wit- 
nesses who stated that Drew was in the 
theatre at six p.m. on June 22, or earlier, 
must be wrong. 

“The jury must. judge between the evi- 
dence of the three witnesses who stated 
that Drew said that he was going to 
Cross street on the morning of June 22, 
and the explanation of Drew that he tald 
them he was going across the street. Drew 
has been unable to help,” added the Coroner, 
“as to where he actually was when’ this 
murder was committed. Can it be possible 
that all the witnesses who picked*out Drew 
could be mistaken, and that the man they 
saw was not Drew, but the man mentioned by 
Mr. Wells yesterday ?’’ 

The Coroner’s summing up occupied twenty- 
seven minutes, 

OVATION FOR ACTOR. 

When Mr. Drew appeared with Mr. Fern- 
ley Whittingstall, his counsel, and a friend 
outside the court he received an astonishing 
ovation. From the dense crowds of people 
who had waited so anxiously and long for the 
verdict came cheers and a storm of had. 
clapping.. Hats were hurled high into the 
air, and some women turned and cried for joy 
on each other’s shoulders. 

The crowds swept forward, and again the 
police were powerless against their overwhelm 
ing numbers. Surrounded by a dozen con- 
stables the party began to make their way 
slowly through the surging crowd down the 
main street to Mr. Drew’s hotel], about a 
quarter of a mile away. 

For over two hundred yards in front and 
behind the party the street was blocked with 
cheering people. All that could -be seen over 
the mass of heads were the helmets of the 
policemen surrounding Mr, Drew and fis two 
friends, as, swayed backwards and forwards, 
they struggled down the street 

All trafic was at a stand-still. People leapt, 
on to the running-boards ‘of trams, *buses and 
cars, forced there by the crush or anxious to 
catch a glimpse of the centre of the throng. 

Mr. Drew’s bodyguard of police bunched 
together, and driving forward in wedge 
formation worked their way through the 
shouting crowds towards the hetel. ‘‘ Good 
old Philip,” “ Three cheers for Philip,’’ were 
the cries that came frog all sides. <A police- 
man’s helmet was knocked off, one of the 
party stumbled and fell, and women clutched 
at their neighbours’ shoulders, 

When he reached his hotel Mr. Drew 
appeated on the balcony. He threw kisses 
in all directions to the people Jeaning out of 
the windows of the buildings opposite, and 
to the crowd at each end of the thronged 
street. He appealed for silence, and gradually 
the uproar died down. 

SPEECH FROM BALCONY. 

Mr, Drew, pausing for a moment and with 
an evident effort to overcome his emotion. 
said: “Just one moment, please, belore you 
go to your several homes. 1 want you to 
know just how much 1 appreciate this 
wondertal demonstration, the prayers that 
have been sent up for me, and the glorious 
sympathy extended to me. 

“The One above, said Mr. Drew pointing 
upwards, “like myself, knows that I had 
nothing to do with it im any way. 

“I shall never forget this demonstration, 
and from. the. bottom of my heart, and on 
behalf of Mr, and Mrs. Lindo—of the tour- 
ing compahy—and all those who have been 
so kind to me ” (here Mr. Drew was inter- 
rupted by cries of ' Three cheers for Mr. 
and Mrs, Lindo ” and a storm of cheering. 
‘I shall never forget the wonderful courtesy 
and wonderful things that that glorious Press 
has unanimously accorded me.”’ 

‘hrowing wide his arms and raising his 
voice, Mr. Drew cried : ‘‘ Good afternoon and 
God bless you all.’’ 

As he turned away Mrs. Lindo went to 
the front of the balcony and threw three 
kisses to the crowd. As she was doing so 
Mr. Drew stepped forward, seized her hand 
and raised it to his lips; then he put his 
arms round her and kissed hervon the face. 
The cheering was renewed, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Lindo and Mr. Drew remamed on the 
baleony for several minutes acknowledging 
their reception, 

Sumebody in the crowd cried out, ‘‘ Are 
vou coming back?” To which Mr. Drew 
replied, *‘ Yes, I shall be coming back.”’ 

MR. DREW RELATES HIS EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Drew, interviewed by a Press Associa- 
tion reporter, on his return to the hotel, said: 
‘It is possible that at the moment after the 
shadow has been lifted from over me I am 
more calm than at any time beginning with 
my interrogation at Nottingham on July 25. 
I do not hesitate for one moment to say— 
and I am not ashamed to admit it—that after 
I received my. subpoena at Merthyr Tydfil I 
was not only most concerned, but had many 
a sleepless night. 

“I had to be up at 5 o'clock, and motoring 
from 6 to 8.20 to catch the London train 
from Newport, which only enabled us to 
reach the court three minutes before the time 
fixed—11 o'clock, For one or two days after 
this sleeplessness and a deep concern were 
with me. 

“I frankly admit that when I took my 
seat in the well of the Coroner's Court on 
the first day of this inquest I experienced a 
sensation which I have never known before, 
even on first nights of a new production. 
“It seemed as if something was jumping 
up and down inside me. am naturally 
temperamental and of a nervous disposition.

“I may have appeared outwardly very 
calm, but inwardly it was a turmoil of con- 
flicting emotion. As days went on I became 
more accustomed to the Coroner’s Court.

IRISH LADS BEATEN 
IN LIVERPOOL, 


MCDERMOTT KNOCKED 
OUT. 

International contests featured the Liver- 
pool Stadium programme last night, and ‘the 
appearance of some of Ireland’s best was 
sufficient to fill the hall, several hundreds 
being unable to gain admission. Alf Howard, 
the _ Powe amet knock-out specialist, and Wil'ie 
McDermott (Dublin) topped the bill. 
McDermott came with the reputation of never 
having previously been knocked out, but 
Howard easily accomplished this in the first 
round after McDermott had been thrice sent 
to the boards. 

In a fifteen-rounder of two minutes’ dura- 
tion, Dick Burke, the undefeated Liverpool 
boxer, met Jacky Quinn, Dublin, at 8st. 
Quinn had a big advantage in height and 
reach, but he did not display any exceptional 
defensive tactics, and instead of scoring with 
long lefts he allowed Burke to get inside too 
often. Both, however, put up an excellent 
show in the early stages, but after a toe-to- 
toe slam in the second session Quinn was 
forced to adopt defensive tactics. He picked 
his punches so judiciously, however, that he 
was fully entitled to share the honours at the 
half distance. The succeeding rounds were 
hotly and evenly contested, and the referee's 
decision of a draw met with general approval. 

The premier contest was soon disposed of, 
as McDermott adopted wrong tactics in going 
after Howard, with the result that he ran 
into three stiff rights to the. jaw which floored 
him, and the fourth settled the issue con- 
clusively by a clean knock-out. 

In a fifteen two-minute round contest Frank 
Traynor (Dublin) was outpointed by Jim 
Crawford (Wrexham) after another stirring 
bout, marred only by Traynor’s inclination 
to hit low, for which he was reprimanded by 
the referee in the third, fourth and eighth 
sessions. Both lads gave a masterly display 
of defensive work and clever footwork. Both 
relied upon snappy left leads to the head, the 
exchanges being maintained at long range. 
Traynor had a bad time during the eighth 
round and finished apparently weak. He, 
however, showed remarkable stamina by 
quickly recovering to win the two succeeding 
rounds. From this juncture he, however, fell 
in arrears, having apparently damaged his 
right hand, and, unable to use it, he was 
badly punished during the concluding rounds, 
and the referee stopped the contest near the 
end of the fifteenth round in Crawford’s 
favour.

Perhaps it would not be advisable to place 
too much réliance of his displays yesterday ; 
if we did we would at once rule him out, so 
far as Clounanna is concerned. In his first 
course against Dark Lantern he cheeked his 
game und waited for the hare to come to 
him after getting the turn, and while in his 
next, three he van somewhat better his per- 
formances were not convincing. “This, how- 
ever, was his first outing since Clonmel, and 
it may be that between now and the Irish 
Cap meeting he will have regained his puppy 
form, in which event he would be a hard 
nut to crack at Clounanna.’ 

Orgina, a divider here last esason, ran 
three capital courses.

making the first score. Brilliant Bremen, 
one of the smartest of last season's puppies, 
turned the tables on the Tetrarch Cup winner 
Gleerogue. It was a most unsatisfactory 
course, for, after running unsighted, Mr. 
Gorey s dog was blinked a second time, and 
when he joined at the top of the ground had 
not much time in which to show his paces, 
although it was clear from the speed which 
he displayed when he sighted the-hare that 
he was proving the faster. Dawn was a good 
winner ‘ast season in the Puppy class, but 
apparently has not maintained her form, for 
she was now well lead and beaten by Orbina. 

There was nothing outstanding in either 
of the puppy stakes. Perhaps Grandiflora 
may be a speedier dog than Modern Toy, 
but we had not an opportunity for judging 
their relative merits in pace as a division 
ensued. In the Kilmoganny Stake nothing 
went faster than Bancneis, which ran through 
it without experiencing much opposition. 

The coursing was not up to the first-class 
park standard, there being little work, and 
while the slipping was rather uneven thére 
were @ few decisions which did not meet 
with entire approval.
